THE AMENDED PREPARED, OPIUM 
ORDINANOE. 

When the Council was adjourned five 

woeka ago it aan stated that the Govern- 


parties interested with a view to the amend- 
ment of the new Prepared Opium Ordin- 
ance that had been introduced. Tho Bill 
in its amonded form is publishod in Satur- 


day’s.. Gaxéte,. the amendments being 
indicated in italics, The principal amend- 
ments in-the definitions are as follows :— 

‘Opium shall include dross and dross 
opium.” 

*42) Proparod Opium—Shall, #0 far a8 
relates to the infringement of the Opium 
Farmor's privilege of proparing opium with- 
in the Qolony, moan opium which has been 
subjected to any degroe of artificial heat 
for any purposs whatever, and shall include 
dross opium whenever avob as’ construction 
is coustatent with the context.’ 

* Preparation, -The subjecting of opium 
of any kind to any degree of artificial heat, 
for any putpose whatover, slin}] be taken to 
bo the preparing of such opium.’ 

Section 8 is new :— 

' €8, Any Excise Officer who shall take apy 
bribe, or who shall not, oo ceasing to be 
an Excise Officer, roturn to the Opium 
Farmer his uniform or accoutrements, 
badge or licence, shall on summary convic- 
tion be liable to s penalty not exceeding 
ove hundred dollars.” 

‘Pu Section 10, which makea an oxcoption 
in favour of medical practitioners giving 
thom the right to prapate or sell opium for 
medicinal purposes, thera is added ‘and 
provided that no trader in opium shall be 
prevented from boua fide teating samples 
af opiam obtained in accordance with the 
provisions of Ordinance No, 22 of 1887 or 
any ordinance amending the game and keep- 
ing the same for the purposes of his trade.’ 

To section 11 thoro is added a clause 
providing that all licensed divana shall be 
‘opan to the inapection of the Opium Farmer 
and all Excieo Officers at all times of night 
and day. Tho next section contains a new 
clause which prevents ao accused party 
from producing in evidence any certificate 
as covering the opium in respect of which 
he is charged, priot in date to the Jast corti- 
ficate granted him unless bo has permission 
to keep or store opium, In regard to the 
Opium Farm, the power of the Governor ia 
groatly increased. The amended Hill per- 
mits him to scil the farm, not by sealud 
tender or at public auction, but by private 
contract, if desirable, in tho interests of the 
Colony. 

The Opium Farmer is required to keop 
a propar regiater of all opium supplied 
to him and must give auch details as to its 
dispoeal as the Governor ma, require. 
Thore ato some amondments to the sections 
doaling with tho transfer of the Farm, with 
a view of preventing the ovtgoing tenant 
from injuring the incoming. We are glad 
to find that a clause bas been added to the 
Bill putting 9 check on the reckleas and 
harsh soarching to which respecteble Chineso 
ara submitted Tho elaure runs: --* Every 
such (suspected) person and his luggage shall 
be lisblo to be pearched bifore ho ia 
taken to the Police Station, but only 
under the eupervision of a Buropean 
Police Officer not under the rank of 
Sergeant.’ Clause 34 ia new and is import 
ant, It runs i— 

34. Tf any ship shall be used for the im- 
portation, landing, removsl, carriage or

In this oase the plaintiff. o young woman 
who lived with the plaintiff o8 his con- 
oubine, claimed $728 as the value of 
jowellery and clothing belonging ta her 
unlawfully detained by plaintifl Me Wil- 
kinson. appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr 
Philippo, jnstructed by Mr Denoys, was 
for the defence. 

‘Mr Wiltivson said the plaintiff had been 
living under the dofendant’s protection for 
several yoars. On the 10th of September 
they had a quarrel and the plaintiff was 
turned out of the’ house, The articles for 
which she now claimed $728 wero left in 
the defendant's houss and he refused to 
give them np. 

The plaintiff said she had been the de- 
‘fendant’s concubine since sho was nineteen, 
and she was now twenty-five. Ha beat 
her on the 10th September and sho 
made @ complaint to the police, the result 
of which wns that the dofondant and sho 
wero bound over ta keop the peace.
